EING a Native of your Country, deſcended through many Gene- 
rations from the genuine Lions in the Tower, I think myſelf intitled to 
your Fawour and Protection, and therefore venture to communicate to 
you my Caſe. A hard Caſe indeed it is, ſuch as hath almoſt broke a 
Heart that knew no Fear, and quell'd a Voice that made all who heard it tremble. 
After having been kept many Years at home, and pick'd up my Maſter ſo hand- 
ſome a Living from the People in all Parts of England, that it was generally 
thought he /aved Money; it came intd his Head, about ſixteen Months ago, to 
ſend me abroad, in order to exhibit me to other Nations. | 
Now as none of our Race had ever appeared on the Continent but with great 
Reputation, tho' indeed never much to their own Benefit, I was not in the leaſt 
unwilling to go; not doubting but I ſhould revive the Character gained by my 
Father, under John the Keeper, who /ew'd him for ten Years together on the 
Account of his Miſtreſs. For my Part, I had never trawell'd; but was conſcious 
to myſelf, whatever People ſaid of my Tameneſe, that I ſhould not want Vigour 
and $þ:77t to appear to Advantage. 1 | 
My Matter, 1 knew, had a favourite Horſe, that he had for many Years kept 
partly on the Profits of my Labour. But as I loved the good Gentleman very well, 
and knew it contributed ſomething to his State, this did not make me greatly 
uneaſy. While I did not /ee this Rzva/ in his Affections, I was willing to be/zeve 
the belt Things, little ſuſpeFing it would ever come to what I am now going to 
relate. 

During the /aff Ynter, and for ſome Time afterwards, I was exhibited alone 
| But at length, Mr Touchit (would 
you think it?) this Horſe was brought to j me, and I ſoon perceived was to 
have the greateſt Part in the Merit of the Sheav. | 

The Horſe was trick'd up with Plaits and Ribbands, while my more noble Mane 
and Cyat were entirely neglected: The Horſe had punQually three Feeds a Day, 
while 7 was frequently reduced to little more than haf my former Allowance : 


The Horſe was led out in Pomp before every Spectator, and I perhaps only ſhewn 


thro' the Grates of my Kennel. In a Word, tho' every Body was ſurprized at 
my Maſter's odd Taſte, they thought proper, to avoid Diſputes, to fall in with 
his Humoun; were laviſh in praiſe of the Horſe, and took no more Notice of Me, 
than if I had been a common Maſtiff. | | 

Nay, to ſuch an Exceſs did his Tenderneſs for my hinnying Companion at laſt 
proceed, that his Worſhip thought proper to excuſe him from all Duty ; ordered 
him to be led in Sumpture Trappings ; and would ride only Me, who had never 


been eſteemed a Beaſt of Burthen. This made the daſiardly Animal ſo abominably 
- #aſolent, that there was no bearing to be with him; and I verily believe, had J 


not been muzzled and chain'd, that I ſhould long before now have torn him in Pieces. 
A Creature of Spirit, as you know Me to be, Mr Touchiz, you muſt think could 
not ſubmit to ſuch Treatment without great Heartburnings. Accordingly I com- 
plained on every Occaſion, and refuſed to give up any Point that I had Scope to 
diſpute. My Under Ward took my Part, and, as long as he kept in, I had ſome 
Share: But after he got diſcharged, which was for no other Crime but his Fu/- 
tice to Me, I never durit ſhew my Teeth or Claws without a rugged Salute from 
Mr Crab. This Crab is an Inſtrument to break the Spirits of all refractory Beaſts, 
which is what our Governors call TAMING us. | 
By receiving frequent Diſcipline of this Sort, the Horſe thought I was ſufficiently 
TAMED for every Purpole : Which made him arrogantly inſult me one Day, as

Burthen. This was more than I had ever born, and more, I was reſolv'd, than

CRAB. Hey Day, Mr Mutinous, and who are you, pray, that talk ſo bis ?
